The breaks last night are regarded as 
the most serious that have occurred 
since the flood began. The inundated 
territory is populous, villages are nu- 
merous and Arkansas City and Lake 
Village, Ark.,° and Lake Providence, 
Tallulah and Delhi, La., and other im- 
portant towns are directly in the path 
of the overflow. 

While the damage to property will 
be heavy, it is not believed the loss of 
life will be large. When the levees col- 
lapsed couriers were sent from every 
point reached by telephone to warn 
those living in remote sections and 
special trains went from Vicksburg, 
Greenville and New Orleans to take 
aboard refug>es. 

All the steamboats available in the 
Vicksburg and Greenville harbors were 
dispatched to points along the river to 
take off men working on the levee, and 
small craft began an exploration of the 
territory flooded with the first rush of 
the water. Preparations have been 
made at Vicksburg and Greenville to 
care for the refugees. 

Weather conditions this morning were 
not favorable to the levees. Rain is 
reported at several points. Natchez

Brokers, who were the heaviest 
buyers were said to be protecting 
themselves on contracts with certain 
operators who found it difficult to 
put up margins. 

The Merchants’ Exchange Clearing 
House two weeks ago raised the re- 
quired daily margin on grain trades 
from 1 cent to 2 cents a bushel for 
each one-cent fluctuation in the mar- 
ket. This meant that a trader who had 
sold 1,000,000 bushels of grain must 
put up $20,000 for margins evéry time 
the market advanced 1 cent a bushel. 

Lanyon Puts Up $80,000, 

It was said on ‘change Saturday 
that in the last two weeks William 
Lanyon, reputed to have been the 
heaviest seller of May corn, has been 
required to put up $80,000 in margins 
to protect his contracts, the advance 
in the two weeks having been 4 ceuts 
a bushel. 7 

Lanyon is said to have started to sell 
May corn short when it was betweén 
6) and 65 cents a bushel. 

The leader of the bull movement in 
corn is T. E, Price, who said Satur- 
day that he has made large profits for 
himself and his customers. It is’ known 
that at one time Price héld more than 
2,000,000 bushels, much of which he 
bought below 70 cents. 

Lanyon and Broker Silent. 

A broker, who has. been handling 
many of Lanyon’s deals, said Saturday 
that he was not at liberty to discuss 
the present status of Lanyon’s con- 
tracts. 

Efforts to see Lanyon at his home 
and his office to obtain a statement 
from him for publication were unsuc- 
cessful. 

Lanyon is said to be short on May 
wheat, though not in so large amount 
as in corn. 

The advance in May wheat here fol- 
lowed that in the Chicago market, 
where there was a rise of 4% cents a 
bushel, the market advancing from 
$1.05% to $1.10.

Harry Troll, Public Administrator, 


filed notice March 2 in court of the 
death of Duppler and that he would 
take charge of his. estate. This was 
17 days before Duppler died. 

Duppler heard that he was dead 
from a St. Louis broker, to whom he 
wrote, asking that money be sent to 
him from a .safe deposit vault. The 
broker wrote in reply that Troll had 
taken charge of the estate and conse- 
sequently he could not send any money 
to the dying man. 

When the copy of the will was filed 
Saturday, Troll again took charge, there 
being no executor named. When asked 
how it happened that he took chare 
before Duppler died he said Miss Emma 
Hauser of 5740 South Grand avenue, a 
sister of Mrs. Duppler, who died two 
years ago, could explain. 

Miss Hauser says she last saw Dup- 
pler in April, 1911, and that she heard 
he had died in Minneapolis. She con- 
veyed this information to Troll and he 
notified the Probate Court. This was cn 
March 2 and on March 18 Troll notified 
the court he had been unable to verify 
the report of Duppler’s death in Minae- 
apolis. The following day, March 19, 
Duppler died in New Orleans, 

The post card will reads as follows: 
“I am in debt to M. L. Pennington 
for my life. If I die before I get to 
St. Louis; she is to bury me. My box 
in bank vault in St. Louis is to be given 
to her with contents. She has the key.

Spectators began arriving early and at 
10 o’clock the courtroom was filled to 
about two-thirds of its capacity. It was 
expected by many of the visitors that 
Judge Amidon would take the bench at 
that hour and call the jury before hit. 
The Judge, however, remained in his 
chambers and the court was only tech- 
nically in session. 

Lewis arrived alone at 10 o'clock. 

“Fine Day for Fishing.” 

“I didn’t sleep much last night,” ue 
said in conversation with a group of 
newspaper men in the corridor. ‘‘Nat- 
urally 1 am nervous. There are lots of 
things I would rather be doing. The 
sun is bright out at University City 
this morning and the out-of-doors is 
very inviting. It’s a fine day for base- 
ball and still better for fishing.”’ 

While expressing the hope that he 
would get an acquittal or, at least, a 
divided jury, Lewis nevertheless indi- 
cated by his conversation that he was 
prepared for an unfavorable verdict.

Mrs. Lewis in Court. 

Mrs. Lewis arrived about 10 minutes 
later than her husband, and sat convers- 
ing with several women friends. She 
seldom smiled, and her manner indicated 
the suspense she felt while waiting for 
the verdict. 

The case went to the jury at 5:55 p. m. 
Friday at the close of Judge Amidon’s 
ral instructions, lasting two hours and 50 
minutes. The jurors, in charge of bail- 
iffs, were excused immediately for sup- 
per, while a recess was declared. On 
their return Judge Amidon ordered a 
sealed verdict and left the court. 

At the conclusion of the Judge’s charge, 
Attorney Barclay for the defense cited a

HIRTY men desert their wives 
in St. Louis every week, ac-

Prosecuting Attorney Sidener’s of- 
fice, which show 1560 complatnts of 
wife abandonment in the past year. 
Because of the great number of 
these cases, Sidener has set apart 
two days in every week, Tuesday 
and Thursday, for dealing with com- 
plaints of deserted wives. These days 
have come to be known in the Pros- 
ecutor’s office as “wash days.” 

Every one of the women, when she

Out of the 1560 complaints in the past 
year the prosecutor has seen fit to issue 
warrants against only 146 runaway hus- 
bands. They absolutely refused to re- 
turn to their wives, even up to the time 
they were haled into court. hey all 
were found guilty of wife abandonment 
when the Judge was about to 
thera to the workhouse did they 
surretder and éxpress their willingness 
to “do the right thing.’’ Then for fear 
they might brea their promise, the 
Judge sentenced them and paroled most 
of them, on condition that they pay 
their wives so much every week. 

HE police records show that 
7 41 St. Louis women have 
run away from their hus- 
bands in the past year. Of the 
aumber, according to the husbands, 
13 eloped with “affinities.” The 
others went home to mother. The 
police coared 12 to return to their 
homes, but the others remained away 
and eventually wound up in the di- 
vorce court. 

Ordinarily the police pay no attention 
to runaway wives. This is because 
there is no law against deserting a hus- 
band. It is only when a woman who 
has returned to her parents is reported 
to be “‘mysteriously missing,” or when 
a husband trails an eloping wife, that: 
the police take any action. 

Cruelty, non-support and intoxication 
are the reasons the wives give for run- 
ning away.

Delegate Hale Promises to ‘Cut

The same special Free Bridge Ap- 
proach Committee of the House of Del- 
egates, -which was in existence nearly 
four months without making any re- 
port, will be reappointed when the new 
session of the Assembly opens Tuesday 
night. This information was given Sat- 
urday to a Post-Dispatch repoiter by 
Delegate Sommerich, who was chosen, 
at a caucus of the Ivepublican meml ers 
Friday night, to succeed himself as 
Speaker. 

Sommerich’s election when the House 
reconvenes will be only a matter of 
form, and at his will the committees 
will be made up.

The question of the East Side 
approach has been pending :ong 
enough.” 

Delegate Ebrecht was the only oppo- 
nent Sommerich had in selections made 
at the caucus. He was nominated Ly 
Delegate BecNer, but withdrew in favor 
of the former Speaker. 

Delegate Hale, who is known for the 
celerity with which he flops from one 
faction to another, moved that the 
caucus be postponed until Monday aftcr- 
noon and held in the Mayor’s office so 
that the Mayor could attend. 

“T have been rough-necking it in the 
House long enough,” he said. “I am 
now going to cut out all foolishness and 
be dignified. In the future I am with 
the Mayor and tne administration. 1 
favor the Kreismann policies, Comptroll- 
er Taussig and the Reber plan for the 
East Side bridge approach.” 

Hale’s vote was the only one cast in 
avor of the postponement. It was Hale 
who introduced, at the last session, a 
.2solution calling on Taussig to trim all 
appropriation recommendations to the 
minimum and to make a separate list of 
salary apprcpriations, so that salaries 
would not be held up while the rec- 
ommendations for other expenses were 
being investigated.

the advertisements as a profitable in- 
vestment on which a 15 per cent divi- 
dend would be paid Dec. 20, 1908, and 
larger dividends later. 

Dividend Date Fixed, 

“As I recall the testimony,” said the 
Judge, “Mr. Lewis did represent again 
énd again that investors who bought 
this stock would be entitled to a 16 
per cent dividend and he fixed the date 
on which the dividend would be de- 
Clared. 

“It may have been his honest opinion 
that a dividend had been earned snd 
would be declared, but in passing upon 
this evidence you must know that divi- 
dends can be declared only out of net 
profits. 

“You have the testimony of Treasurer 
Putnam that the company, in 1908 and 
1909, was losing $30,000 a month. You 
must determine then if Mr. Lewis be- 
lieved it had earned a dividend of 16 
per cent, over and above expenses. If 
he did not believe this, if he put forth a 
false representation, then his project fer 
the sale of the preferred stock was a 
scheme to defraud.”’ 

Judge Amidon said the 6-per-cent Uni- 
versity Heights Realty notes had been 
represented, according to the evidence, 
as first mortgage securities but that 
when they were sent out, some had been 
first mortgage notes, some trust deed 
notes and some unsecured. 

“The advertisements represented that 
money derived from the sale of these 
notes would be used to improve the crop- 
rty of the University Heights Realty & 
Development Co. Was this done? We 
find that Mr. Lewis spent only $70,000 
improving that property and $10,000 ac- 
quiring other property.”’ 

Judge Barclay’s Exceptions. 

Barclay’s list of objections was volum- 
inous, but the principal points to which 
he took exception were: The judge's 
general declaration as to the nature of 
Lewis’ intent; his comments and de- 
ductions relative to each group of three 
counts in the indictment, the groups 
referring to the 7 per cent notes, the 
6 per cent notes, the preferred stock of 
the Lewis Publishing Co., and _ the 
debenture plan; the judge’s reference to 
the publication in the Woman's Na- 
tional Daily of an article which, the de- 
fense contended, did not refer particu- 
larly to anything in the indictment, and 
to the reading of a letter relating to 
the 7 per cent notes and commenting 
or it before the jury. 

Throughout the proceedings Lewis 
sat, as he had during the five weeks 
of the trial, scribbling on a pad of 
paper.

An application for the public sale of 
the art treasures of .. J. Wall, formerly 
president and now manager of the Gast 
Bank Note Co., has been made by 
Frank B. Coleman, the trustee appoint- 
ed to take charge of Wall’s property 
after he filed a voluntary petition in 
bankruptcy. 

Walter D. Coles, referee in bankruptcy, 
has taken the application under advise- 
ment and says he will decide Monday 
whether the Wall collection shall be 
sold for the benetit of cred#tors. 

According to a schedule prepared by 
three expert St. Louis appraisers, the 
collection consists of 427 art objects. 
The valuation placed on the collettior 
by the appraisers is $4924.05. This is 
said to be the lowest aggregate price 
which it is thought the collection will 
bring at public sale. 

It has been said that Wall, a bachelor 
with a love for art, paid more than 
$20,000 for the collection. On this point 
he will consent to say only that.it cost 
him more than the valuation named by 
the appraisers. 


Paid $10,000 for Two Statues. 
Some of Wail’s friends say they have 


always been under the impression he 
paid more than $10,000 for two statues 
in the collection. These are now in the 
University City Art Museum. All of 
the other art objects are at Wall's 
home, 4532 Virginia avenue, where he 
lives with his. brother. 

One of the statues in the museum, 
“The Three Bacchantes,” is a marble 
group 12 feet high and 6 feet wide. It 
represents three dancing women. Wall, 
in his days of prosperity, bought it in 
Paris. The other statue in white and 
strawberry marble, represents Judith, 
holding an uplifted sword in her hand. 

One of the articles listed is a pool 
table on which a valuation of $15 is 
placed. This is said to represent all 
that Wall could collect on a $10,000 debt 
owed to him by a man formerly promi- 
nent in the business life of St. Louis. 

The Bacchantes are listed at $1750 ana 
Judith at $400. 

“Armour & Payche” is not a new 
packing house firm. It is merely the 
way the appraisers listed one of Wall’s 
statues whose real title is “Amour ana 
Psyche,"’ a marble work of art on which 
a sale valuation of $5 is placed. 

A Chinese mirror, with an inlaid teak- 
wood frame is listed at $100 and a mar- 
ble statue, The Dragon Fy, at $300.

TWOPATROLMEN 
FIGHT 17 DOGS 
IN DARK CELLAR 


Vicious Canine Army Tears Their 
Clothing as They Wield 
Baseball Bats. 








FIVE KILLED, 12 ESCAPE 





Animals Had Taken Refuge Un- 
der Columbia Avenue Home 
and Woman Complained. 





Armed with baseball bats. Patrolmen 
M. J. Comer and Patrick Dolan of the 
Mounted District fought 17 dogs in the 
cellar beneath Mrs. George Thompson's 
home, 5006 Columbia avenue, Friday aft- 


ernoon. Two of the dogs were killed 
and several others beaten so severely 
they had to be shot. The uniforms of 
the patrolmen were chewed into bits 
and their bodies scratched by the claws 
of the canine army. 

Mrs. Thompson called the policemen 
to her home at 1 p. m. and told them 
that all the dogs of the neighborhood 
had invaded her cellar. She said she 
had tried to shoo them away, but for 
every one she chased, three others ap- 
peared. A dog with a bone, she said, 
had sought refuge in the cellar and the 
others were after. it. ’ 

Thinking it an easy task, the patrol- 
men entered the dark cellar and yelled 
“scat.” A moment later they were on 
their backs and a dozen curs were lick- 
ing their faces in friendly manner, With 
more difficulty than was ever required 
to handle a ‘“jag,’’ the policemen man- 
aged to get to their feet and once more 
undertook to disperse the dog mob. 

This time they waved their arms in 
an effort to frighten the band, but only 
succeeded in getting a challenge to fight. 
The regiment held a brief council of 
war and after a few bow wows charged 
on the patrolmen. Comer and Dolan un- 
dertook to hold the fort but were routed 
finally. 

In the meantime the yelping and how!- 
ing of the dogs had attracted the entire 
neighborhood, and when the two police- 
men made a flying wedge through the 
cellar door after the second charge ty 
the flea-bitten army, they found a large 
audience watching developments. ina 
whispered council the officers decided it 
would be against the peace and dignity 
of the force to give up under such <on- 
ditions and after looking for weapons 
they laid hands on two full size base- 
ball bats and once more descended to 
the gloomy depths of the impromptu dog 
show. As they descended the audience 
noted the look of determination ‘n their 
eyes and awaited startling results. 

From the sounds that emanated from 
the cellar, the crowd was unable to 
guess whether the dogs or policemen 
were getting the small end of the argu- 
ment. Judging from the howls that 
rent the air one minute the policemen 
were in command of the situation, but 
the next moment the voices of the pa- 
trolmen indicated they were losing 
ground. About ten minutes elapsed and 
tren a whining dog came scampering 
from the cellar and forced its way 
through the crowd and disappeared, 
then another dog retreated, then two 
aud three until finally a dozen dog 
soldiers had deserted. The crowd held 
its breath and awaited a sight of the 
police warriors. 

Pretty soon two tattered and grimy 
policemen crept up the steps. They were 
holding their handkerchiefs to the 
scratches on their faces and with their 
coattails were trying to conceal rips 
in their trousers. 

They announced they had whipped the 
dogs after “killing a couple of them,” 

Later on it was found that three ad- 
ditional dogs had been so seriously in- 
jured that they were shot to end their 
misery. 

Comer and Dolan reported at the 
Mounted Station that they had engaged 
in one of the worst fights in their ca- 
reers as policemen.

Christopher is much a gentleman at 
heart and feels |.e has it in him to do 
great things for his art’s sake if he only 
could get his chance. 

With no love for routine work, his 
career as a clerk is dull monotony, and 
when chance offers him the renewal 
of his acquaintance with trivolous little 
Peggy Harper, who acts only for the 
money in it, he accepts it gladly as a 
zest and interest in his lonely ana un- 
happy life. 

He comes to believe that his feeling 
toward Peggy is love. To support a 
mother and wife he must have more 
money. As a solution to this problem 
he takes his first step to authorship— 
he writes a comedy. 

All he succeeds in getting accepted is 
a sensational melodrama, and of this 
production he is not at all proud.

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THE ALLIED DEMOCRATIC BOSSES. | 

Disclaiming designs on the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination, Mr. Bryan in his interview 
with the Post-Dispatch said his political purpose 
is to keep the progressive forces united and pre- 
vent the control of the party by reactionaries. 
To the specific question whether there is not dan- 
ger that the reactionary forces may secure 2D 
advantage by putting forward “favorite sons” as 
a means of getting control of delegates Mr. Bryan 
said: 

Yes, there is always that danger, and we 
must rely upon the progressives of each state 
to see to it that the delegates are trustworthy. 
Instructions are not sufficient for the protec- 
tion of the public, although I have always 
believed in instructions. Instructions do not 
generally cover platforms, nor do they bind 
the delegates beyond the candidate instructed 
for. I believe that delegates ought to reflect 
the sentiments of the people for whom they 
act. 

The Post-Dispatch has pointed out the immi- 
nent danger of the success of the Democratic 
bosses in getting control of enough delegates to 
hold the balance of power in the Baltimore con- 
vention and dictate the nominee of the Demo- 
cratic party on their own terms. 

While Mr. Bryan and other opponents of reac- 
tionary forces are helping this or that pro- 
gressive candidate in states where they are 
strongest, the reactionary bosses are gathering 
in the delegates. Even in states where there are 
primaries the delegates are carefully seleciei by 
the party bosses and their henchmen. Sullivan 
boasts that he will have a majority of tie Mli- 
nois delegates. Murphy in New Yorx, Taggart 
in Indiana, Martin in Virginia, Guffey in Penn- 
sylvania, Bailey in Texas, Stone in Missouri ex- 
pect to control state delegations to be voted as a 
unit for their own personal ends. Their personal 
ends are the spoils of office and the protection 
of the special interests. 

It would be a calamity if in this crisis of re- 
form the Democratic national convention were 
controlled by the allied bosses, who ayo the in- 
struments of plutocratic privilege. With the 
power to dictate the nomination, shape the rlat- 
form and control the National Committee, they 
would destroy the usefulness of the Democracy 
for the people. They would nominate a workable 
candidate ‘and adopt a meaningless platform. 
They would nullifv all the work that has been 
done and would check the plans that have been 
formed. 

The hope of the country for a revived and re- 
generated Democracy as a refuge from stand-pat 
Republicanism or revolutionary insurgency would 
be destroyed. The party would be the bulwark 
of the interests. 

If Mr. Bryan is sincere in his statement, that 
his only ambition is to defeat the schemes of re- 
actionaries, he has an opportunity to serve both 
his party and his country. He has the highest 
qualifications as a leader and political agitator. 
He has the gift of eloquence. He knows the 
tricks and the purposes of the bosses. He has 
experience in dealing with them. He has the 
ear of the public. He can warn the people. He 
can expose the conspiracy of the bosses, their 
purposes and the methods they are adopting to 
defeat the popular will. If he cannot check their 
plans at all points, he can at least arouse an 
overwhelming popular sentiment which would 
make the betrayal of the voters at Baltimore a 
difficult job. 

Mr. Bryan can do for the Democratic party 
what Mr. Roosevelt is doing for the Republican 
party with better effect. He is not hampered by 
Mr. Roosevelt's selfish ambition. He can speak 
and work as a genuine friend of the people who 
puts their welfare above his own personal in- 
terests.

HUMANITY’S FRIEND IN NEED. 

Clara Barton, the news of whose death will 
stir regret in the hearts of millions of every 
race and clime, has to her credit over 50 years 
of continuous service in the cause of humanity. 
As a young woman, the sufferings of the sol- 
diers in the Civil War aroused her sympathies, 
and she labored so unselfishly for their relief, in 
hospital and on the battlefield, that she came to 
be known as America’s Florence Nightingale. 
The Buropean Red Cross societies having been 
formed in 1864 by a convention of the representa- 
tives of 14 governments, Miss Barton did the 
same work with their approval on the battlefields 
in France that she had done here, winning the 
confidence and good will of the contestants on 
both sides. 

In 1880 the first American Red Cross Associa- 
tion was formed, and Miss Barton was nominated 
for its head by President Garfield. Two years 
afterwards, largely through her efforts, the Unit- 
ed States joined the Geneva compact and be- 
came a member of the International Red Cross 
organization. At the same time, what was 
known as “the American amendment,” based 
upon Miss Barton’s idea of making the Red Cross 
humanity’s quick relief in peace as well as in 
war, was adopted. This immediately broadened 
the scope of the work to include prompt aid in 
all national calamities. 

Clara Barton was decorated with costly insig- 
nia by emperors and kings, but the most hon- 
orable badge she wore was that plain crimson 
cross, which means food for the hungry, cloth- 
ing for the naked and life for the sick and 
wounded everywhere. 





YES, SUFFRAGE DO MOVE. 
Advocates of votes for women need not feel 
discouraged, if present activities in this direction 
are any criterion. The women of Denver an- 
nounce that they are tired of voting for men, 
and demand the election of women supervisors, 
&@ woman recorder, auditor and a municipal 
judge. They have discovered what they believe 
is a conspiracy to swing the Good Government 
League into line for the Big Cinch that controls 
the public utilities, and they organized the move- 
ment to elect women officials in order to circum- 
vent the conspirators. 

In California Mrs. La Follette is campaigning 
in her husband’s interests. In New England an 
organized party of suffragists is following up 
Roosevelt and denouncing him for not recogniz- 
ing equal suffrage. Chicago women have just 
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the voters. Right across the river from St. Louis 
the women of Belleville are organizing to teach 
the ald parties that they have a right to be 
represented on the Board of Education. 

The Belleville women have nominated two for- 
mer school teachers for the Board of Education. 
They have appointed ward committees and ar- 
ranged a house-to-house canvass. If their plans 
are carried out they will give every woman 
voter a lesson in how to mark her ballot, and

dates. 

Inasmuch aS women have the right to vote 
for school boards in Illinois, the Belleville sis-| 
ters have every prospect of teaching the men of 
their city a salutary lesson in politics and fol- 
lowing it up with a practical demonstration of 
the efficiency of women on school boards. 
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Speaking with even greater frankness thai 
heretofore, G. W. Perkins admits that he does 
not favor Mr. Roosevelt for personal reasons, but 
because he thinks his election would be a good 
thing for Big Business. His confidence is prob- 
ably justified.

Sample of a Missouri Roadhouse. 

A hotel has just been opened at Tarkio, 
Mo., as a gift to the town by the heirs of 
the late mi'lionaire farmer, David Rankin. 
It is made from walnut trees cut from the 
Rankin farm, which covers 25,000 acres near 
Tarkio. Owing to the scarcity of wainut 
wood, the hotel is the only one of its kind 
in the world. It cost $30,000 to bulld it, but 
it ie worth many times that sum for its wood 
alone. More than 200 walnut trees from the 
Tarkio River bottom on the Rankin estate 
were used. Each tree was from 2 to 4 feet 
thick, and from 100 to 300 years old. They 
were felled last spring. hauled 10 miles to 
Tarkio, finished in a planing mill, filled 
and waxed. When the hotel was thrown 
open to the public it was a symphony in 
brown with elusive tones of somber gold.
